FROM THE MEMBERSHIP! 


TWO Meter Band Explosian? 
Bull. #13, } April 1991. To Atl @ AlT 
from Omnipotent Learned Dogmatic 
Fraternal Amateur Radia 
Techaologicel Society. Dzone, Ark. 
According to research and data obtained here 
in Ozone, Arkansas, there is a grave danger 
that the 2 meter Amatcur band may explode 
due to RF over pressure. According to Dr. 
Juan Moore Fore-deRode, chief scientist for 
the OLDFARTS, the addition of the new 
“codeless" technician license may bring a 
permanent end to 2 meters! According to 
Dr. Fore-deRode, with the new mare 
sensitive YHF receivers the amount of RF 
left after detection has been on the increase. 
In the days of tubes and diode slope 
detectors, the spare RF on 2 meters was 
well within the elastic limits of the band. 
But now, due to the more sensitive 
receivers snd especially the DX packet 
clusters, the elastic limit has been reached. 
Dr. Fore-deRode expectsthat with the added 
activity due to ihe new technicians “an 
explosion is imminent”. Quoting Dr. 
Fore-deRode, “with the added RF from 
packet, and the expected increase due to new 
“nacode” technicians along with the coming 
of warmer weather, it won't be long before 
the whole damn band goes KA~ 800M!" When 
asked what warmer weather had to do with 
the increased danger he reminded us that 
heat increases expansion! What can we do? 
Well, according to Dr. Fare-deRode, “detune 
all receiver front ends so the RF will have 
to do more work getting to the mixer and 
Timit all DX packet cluster transmissions to 
only listing DX like ZA stations, no “garden 
variety" listings. And above all else, do not 
help any of the new “codeless” technicians to 


get tickets or otherwise get on the 2 meter 
amateur bend!” And what if they should get 
their new “codeless"” license? Dr. 
Fore-deRode suggests “whatever you do, do 
not help them upgrade, they might get 
interested in chasing DX on the HF bands, 
adding to the RF on 2 meters by placing al) 
these “garden voricty" listings on the DX 
packet clusters, AND turning this into an 
even bigger disaster by stretching the 
elastic limits of the HF bands!” Something 
Dr. Fore-deRode dosen't even want to think 
about!!! 

The OLDFARTS will be watching the etastic 
Timit of the 2 meter band very closely and 
will be checking with the FCC as “nocode” 
technicians are sdded and will be issuing 
other precautionary bulletins as needed. 
Attend your local club meetings for further 
details from OLDFARTS members at your 
meetings!
